ilr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health, 

Vital  Statistics  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  West  Aesteven  Rural 
District  for  the  year  i960. 

The  vital  statistics  were  again  generally  satisfactory,  a  rather 
high  Stillbirth  rate  being  counterbalanced  by  low  Infant  Mortality.  The 
rate  of  illegitimacy  was  conspicuously  below  the  national  average. 

Two  cases  of  Sonne  Dysentery  were  notified.  Both  were  sporadic 
cases  and  the  usual  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  spread  of  the  infection. 
There  was  again  no  notification  of  Tuberculosis. 

In  1968  there  were  several  (long  overdue)  changes  in  the  Law 
relating  to  notification  of  disease.  Infective  Jaundice  was  made 
notifiable  in  June  and  Tetanus,  Yellow  Fever  and  Leptospirosis  in  October, 
while  Pneumonia,  Erysipelas  and  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  removed  from  the 
list  (Health  Services  and  Public  Health  Act  1968).  Most  regrettably, 
the  opportunity  was  not  taken  to  add  Brucellosis  to  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases.  As  I  pointed  out  in  last  year's  Report,  this  disease 
can  be  severe  and  even  dangerous  in  humans,  and  we  do  not  know  the  real 
incidence. 

No  action  was  required  under  Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance 
Act  1946. 

The  following  comments  are  included  by  direction  of  the  ministry 
of  Health  s- 

Water  Supply.  This  is  administered  by  the  Ke steven  Water  Board. 

(a)  Generally  speaking  the-  supply  was  adequate  in  quality  and 

quantity.  .  . 

(b)  During  the  year  154  samples'  of  raw  water  and  308  samples  of 
treated  water  were  taken  by  the  Water  Board  officials.  113 
of  the  samples  of  raw  water  were  unsatisfactory  and  7  of  the 
samples  of  treated  water  were  unsatisfactory. 

(c)  No  action  was  taken  in  respect  of  contamination. 

.  (d)  No  chemical  analyses  were  made  during  1968. 

(e)  As  shown  on  page  12  approximately  0.4%  of  the  houses  in  the 
district  are  without  a  piped  water  supply. 

(f)  The  latest  available  figure  for  natural  fluoride  content  was 
0.1  parts  per  million. 

Sewerage.  Details  are  given  on  pages  17  and  18. 

Common  Lodging  Houses.  There  are  none  in  the  District. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  all  Members  of  the  Council,  and  in 
particular  the  Health  Committee,  Mr.  Morgan  and  other  Chief  Officers, 

Mr.  Johnson,  Mr.  Lucas  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  unfailing  courtesy  and  help  throughout  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  for  the  year  1963. 

We  are  still,  unfortunately,  living  in  an  era  of  rising  costs 
and  restriction  on  capital  expenditure  and  this  must  reflect  on 
improvements  that  could  be  carried  out  in  the  Public  Health  Services. 
Everyone  wishes  to  attain  aximum  efficiency  in  his  own  sphere  and  I 
may  be  accused  of  aiming  at  coo  high  a  standard  but  I  feel  that  some 
of  the  services  undertaken  by  the  Council  should  be  improved.  Public 
Health  Services  are  a  direct  charge  on  the  rates  and  there  is  none  or 
very  little  income  received  for  the  benefit  provided. 

One  of  the  very  satisfying  features  of  the  year  has  been  the 
many  invitations  to  lecture  to  Students  at  various  Colleges  in  the  area 
on  Environmental  Health.  It  is  good  to  be  able  to  talk  to  the  younger 
Students  and  to  get  through  to  them  the  main  features  of  the  work  of 
a  Public  Health  Inspector  and  how  it  affects  their  lives  every  day. 

One  lecture  was  given  to  150  workers  in  School  Canteens  and  the  interest 
shown  was  quite  amazing.  It  is  one  of  my  regrets  that  wo  have  no 
senior  schools  in  the  district  where  the  op  ortunity  could  be  taken 
to  talk  to  the  older  pupils. 

Work  commenced  during  the  year  on  a  new  vegetable  processing 
plant  which  will  produce  frozen  chips  and  frozen  pcap.  A  large  Cold 
Store  is  also  planned  in  the  district  and  when  both  these  projects 
are  completed  it  will  vastly  increase  the  duties  of  the  Department. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  pl,.-.ce  on  record  the  help  -end 
co-operation  I  have  received  from  all  ny  staff  .and  workmen.  This  has 
resulted  in  a  friendly  atmosphere  throughout  the  Department  which  has 
produced  a  marked  degree  of  efficiency.  In  May  Councillor  G.  A.  Parker 
relinquished  the  office  of  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee. 
During  his  three  years  in  office  he  has  been  most  helpful  and  his 
technical  knowledge  has  proved  very  beneficial  and  it  is  pleasing  to 
know  that  he  reamins  a  member  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  and  that 
his  advice  can  still  be  sought.  We  welcome  as  his  successor  in  the 
chair,  Councillor  G.  Swallow,  whose  wise  judgment  will,  I  am  sure,  be 
helpful  to  the  Department.

During  the  year  34-2  bed  bungalows,  8-1  bed  flats  and  16  bed 
sitters  were  completed  by  the  Council  and  313  dwellings  by  private 
development,  which  included  267  Married  Quarters  for  the  Ministry  of 
Public  Building  and  Works. 

The  number  of  applicants  on  the  Housing  Register  would  still 
appear  high  but  it  is  now  found  that  applicants  are  very  choosy  as  to 
where  they  will  live  and,  whereas  at  one  period  people  were  only  too 
pleased  to  accept  any  house,  the  position  now  is  that  they  do  in  some 
cases  put  their  name  on  the  Housing  List  for  one  specific  house  in  the 
Village.  This  may  show  that  the  general  housing  conditions  in  the 
district  are  good  but  on  the  other  hand  there  is  no  doubt  that  in  some 
cases  the  rent  of  council  houses,  compared  to  the  rent  of  the  smaller 
houses,  is  a  deterrent.  The  more  isolated  Villages  become  an  increasing 
problem  from  a  letting  angle  and  it  is  still  the  Villages  nearest  to 
Grantham  that  are  most  in  demand. 

The  Grouped  Schemes  for  the  elderly  continue  to  flourish  and  during 
the  year  Barrowby  and  South  Vi than  were  opened  giving  a  total  of  200  units 
for  the  10  Schemes  now  in  operation.  Now  that  these  are  established, 
throughout  the  District  the  task  of  letting  them  becomes  easier  as 
prospective  tenants  now  realise  that  the  "Workhouse"  atmosphere  which 
was  at  first  anticipated,  could  not  be  further  from  the  truth  and  that 
this,  must  be  as  near  to  the  ideal  as  can  be  attained  for  those  in  need 
of  some  attention.  The  hardens  continue  to  give  a  competent  service 
and  must  be  congratulated  on  their  approach  to  the  many  difficulties 
that  arise.  When  appointed  they  are  given  a  long  list  of  their  official 
duties  but  I  am  sure  that  they  could  produce  a  far  longer  list  of  the 
unofficial  duties  they  carry  out. 

The  proposed  Gipsy  Site  will  still  be  in  the  Borough  of  Grantham. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  this  will  be  a  success,  but  everyone  is  not  in 
full  agreement  and  this  proposal  can  get  off  to  a  bad  start.  A  considerable 
amount  of  money  is  being  spent  on  the  development  and  people  must  be 
indulgent  otherwise  the  whole  project  can  fail  and  money  be  wasted. 

It  will  be  seen  from  the  tables  following  that  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants  approved  during  the 
year  as  compared  with  1967.  This  is  rather  surprising  as  the  Government 
have  talked  about  the  Grant  being  increased  to  SI, 000  for  Discretionary 
Grants  and  £200  for  Standard  Grants,  and  I  was  under  the  impression  that 
there  would  be  a  period  of  restraint  and  that  applicants  would  delay 
applying  in  order  to  take  advantage  of  the  new  proposals.  The  Grants 
have  been  £400  and  £155  ever  since  the  Scheme  was  first  introduced  20 
years  ago  and  in  that  time  costs  have  soared  and  these  new  proposed  figures 
will  bring  it  more  in  line  with  the  idea  as  first  conceived.

SEWERAGE  AND  .SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


During  the  year  the  Sewerage  Schemes  at  fulbeck  and  extensions 
to  the  motors top  and  Stoke  Rochford  Training  College  were  completed > 
the  latter  being  pumped  into  the  existing  Works  at  Great  Ponton. 

The  extensions  to  the  existing  Works  at  Ancaster,  Great  Gonerby  and 
South  Wit ham  were  commenced  and  a  start  was  made  on  the  Sewerage 
Scheme  for  Sedgebrook  which  is  designed  to  be  pumped  to  the  existing 
Works  at  Allington,  which  also  are  to  be  extended. 


Although  we  continue  to  connect  house  drains  to  now  Sewerage 
Schemes  the  demand  for  the  Cesspool  Emptying  Service  gets  greater 
rather  than  less.  The  heavy  rainfall  of  last  winter  created  a 
situation  where  soalcaways  would  not  work  owing  to  the  high  level  of 
the  ground  water.  Soakaways  obviously  must  be  coming  loss  effective 
over  the  years  and  this  is  the  main  reason  for  a  more  frequent  request 
to  empty.  The  Council  still  give  two  free  emptyings  a  year  to  all 
those  ratepayers  who  do  not  enjoy  the  benefit  of  a  sewer. 

Work  continued  on  the  new  Sewage  Works  at  nr s ton  for  the  Grantham 
Borough  Council  and  it  is  anticipated  that  this  will  be  operating  in 
early  1970.  This  will  mean  that  works  can  be  started  on  the  Valley 
Sewerage  Scheme  for  the  Villages  of  Belton,  Syston,  Bnrkston  and 
Honington. 

During  1 967  the  Council  came  to  an  agreement  with  the  Proprietors 
of  Tony’s  Cafe  on  the  A.1  for  the  travelling  public  to  use  the  toilets 
provided  for  their  customers.  During' the  past  year  this  arrangement  has 
proved  most  successful  but ' unfortunately  this  is  a  facility  one  so 
seldom  sees  when  travelling  up  and  down  the  country.  Although  it  has 
been  extensively  used  no  complaints  were  received  from  the  public  of 
its  condition.  The  Proprietors  complained  of  its  misuse  and  they  had 
strong  grounds  for  voicing  their  opinion  of  the  public  at  large.  Why 
people  delight  in  tearing  pipes  from  the  wall  and  breaking  fixtures*  is 
beyond  my  comprehension.  Maybe  a  selfish  mind  that  gives  no  thought 
for  others  who  also  wish  to  take  advantage  of  the  facilities  provided. 

The  portable  toilets  continued  to  be  in  great  demand  and  have 
proved  most  popular  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  these  are  fulfilling 
a  much  needed  want.  In  some  instances  they  are  not  proving  adequate 
enough  and  I  feel  that  some  restriction  must  be  placed  on  their 
availability  and  that  they  are  only  allowed  out  to  the  smaller  type 
of  function.  .  Where  the  crowd  is  in  the  thousands  the  ladies  toilets 
are  quite  inadequate  and  only  result "in  the' fouling  of  the  wooden 
compartment.

FOOD  AND  DRUGS 


During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  work  commenced  on  a  new 
factory  in  the  District  for  the  freezing  of  peas  and  the  production 
of  frozen  chips,  otart  was  also  made  on  a  Cold  Store  with  a 
capacity  o f  1  ,200,000  cubic  feet  and  a  plant  for  the  processing 
and  aeep  ireezing  oi  fruit  and  vegetables.  This  will  be  a  major 
development  in  the  District  and  will  eventually  take  up  a 
considerable  amount  of  the  Department's  time.  This  is  a  new 
venture  in  the  area  and  it  is  extremely  doubtful  whether  or  not  the 
firms  will  be  able  to  recruit  enough  local  labour  who  have  had  any 
experience  in  food  preparing  premises,  and  who  have  any  knowledge 
oi  iood  .hygiene.  This  will  entail  close  supervision  especially 
during  the  first  months  of  opening. 

As  I  have  mentioned  in  my  preamble  I  did  have  the  opportunity 
to  talk  to  members  of  the  County  School  meals  Service  on  Hygiene 
in  the  kitchen.  There  is  a  certain  .amount  of  apathy  on  the  part 
of  people  employed  in  the  Catering  trade  but  we  arc  always  prepared 
to  go  along  and  talk  to  these  people  whenever  the  opportunity 
arises. 


During  the  year  there  was  a  complaint  of  food  not  being  of 
the  nature  or  quality  demanded 


A  Beefsteak  and  Kidney  Pie  purchased  during  a  spell  of 
hot  weather  was  found  to  be  mouldy  when  opened. 

Investigations  at  the  Shop  showed  that  the  Pies  were 
stored  on  ordinary  display  shelves  and  it  was  recommended 
to  the  Proprietor  that  such  Pies  be  kept  under 
refrigerated  conditions,  preferably  in  a  display  counter. 

Although  the  purchaser  complained  of  diarrhoea  anti 
sickness  after  eating  the  Pie,  samples  submitted  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  proved  negative. 

Milk  sampling  was  carried  out  by  the  County  Health  Officer  and 
the  results  forwarded  to  me  for  submission  to  the  Public  Health 
Committee.  A  case  of  Brucellosis  in  farm  bottled  milk  was  discovered 
but  on  investigation  it  was  found  that,  the  sample  having  been 
taken  and  the  results  obtained,  the  milk  from  the  herd  had  been  sent 
for  heat  treatment  and  no  milk  was  being  sold  as  farm  bottled.

In  every  case  where  the  registration  is  one  of  sale 
and  storage  only,  the  Ice  Cream  is  prepacked  and 
purchased  from  a  large  manufacturer  outside  the 
area.  There  are  now  no  manufacturers  in  the  area, 
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REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 


1968  produced  little  improvement  in  the  refuse  collection  in 
the  district.  In  one  of  these  reports  I  am  hoping  to  be  able  to 
report  that  a  weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  started.  I 
appreciate  that  every  year  I  write  about  this  and  that  it  may  be 
corning  a  little  hackneyed  but  I  feel  very  strongly  on  what  has 
become  a  controversial  subject  in  the  Comnittee  Room.  To  keep 
refuse  for  14  days  in  a  dustbin  during  the  hot  summer  months  is 
not  in  the  interests  of  hygiene  and  although  individuals  can 
justifiably  say  that  theirs  cause  no  nuisance,  the  majority  arc 
in  a  very  high!  condition  when  emptied  into  the  rear  of  the 
collection  vehicle. 


Last  year  I  reported  that  the  Council  had  agreed  to  Work 
Study  on  the  Refuse  Collection.  Again  I  have  to  report  that  this 
is  only  being  considered  as  no  start  has  yet  been  made  on  this 
service.  The  Refuse  Collector  is  not  a  well  paid  servant  of  the 
public  and  anything  that  can  be  done  to  increase  his  remuneration 
must  surely  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  ratepayers  as  it  will  go  a 
long  way  in  keeping  the  better  type  of  collector  that  we  now  have. 


The  removal  of  waste  has  always  been  a  problem  ever  since 
man  first  came  on  the  earth  and  throughout  the  ages  has  been  the  cuo.se  of 
epidemics  and  what  were  known  in  the  older  days  as  'plagues’. 
Accumulations  of  rubbish  and  waste  breed  flies  and  encourage  rats 
and  in  this  way  diseases  are  spread.  For  this  reason  we  endeavour 
to  collect  refuse  weekly  from  the  larger  Catering  Establishments 
and  by  a  slight  deviation  from  the  normal  runs  this  is  possible 
without  materially  adding  to  the  cost  of  the  collection. 


We  have  the  same  problem  as  all  Councils  with  the  litter 
lout.  The  lay-bys  on  the  Great  North  Road  were  visited  each 
Sunday  during  the  summer  season,  the  litter  bins  emptied  and  the 
areas  generally  tidied  up.  This  service  was  carried  out  on  behalf 
of  the  Aosteven  County  Council  and  produced  a  great  improvement 
in  the  condition  of  those  sites.  Litter  breeds  litter  and  people 
taking  advantage  of  these  parking  places  are  now  inclined  to  use 
the  bins  provided  if  they  are  not  full,  but  if  litter  is  scattered 
all  around  they  see  no  wrong  in  adding  to  the  already  unsightly 
accumulation.  The  Ac steven  County  Council  themselves  empty  the 
bins  on  Tuesdays  and  Fridays  and  this  has  resulted  in  the  lay-bys 
being  quite  presentable.  We  still  get  people  dumping  unwanted 
rubbish  on  grass  verges  and  there  seems  to  be  little  answer  to  this 
problem.  The  Council  will  collect  free  of  charge  any  bulky  refuse 
that  cannot  be  taken  on  the  normal  collection  and  residents  in  the 
District  have  the  right  to  use  the  tips  free  of  charge,  but  yet  we 
still  get  people  abusing  the  country  lanes. 


The  Salvage  Return  again  shows  a  decrease  on  the  previous 
year.  Unfortunately  this  is  only  to  be  expected  as  with  more  new 
houses  coming  on  to  the  normal  collection  runs  and  the  amount  of 
refuse  increasing  annually,  more  overtime  is  being  spent  on  collection 
and  less  time  on  the  baling  of  paper. 


I  was  at  an  Exhibition  in  London  one  day  and  a  complete 
stranger  stop -ed  me  and  asked  if  he  could  speak  to  me.  It  transpired 
that  he  lived  in  this  Rural  District  and  ho  wished  to  express  his 
appreciation  of  the  service  he  received  from  the  Refuse  Collectors.

Treatment  of  Nat  and  Nice  infestation  is  carried  out  on  Contract 
with  Messrs.  Aentokil  Limited  at  domestic  premises.  The  Refuse  Tips 
and  Sewage  Works  are  also  treated  by  the  same  firm  at  least  every 
six  weeks  and  this  has  proved  effective.  In  October  a  survey  was 
started  on  all  the  farms  and  smallholdings  in  the  District  in  an 
effort  to  gain  the  co-operation  of  all  occupiers  in  a  consolidated 
effort  to  increase  ba-iting  and  to  establish  permanent  baiting  points 
on  the  boundary  of  their  properties.  It  was  felt  that  the  personal 
approach  would  be  more  effective  than  a  letter. 

Although  Messrs.  Rentokil  Limited  give  a  good  service.  I  am 
still  convinced  that  the  appointment  of  a  full-time  Rodent  Operator 
is  the  only  answer  to  the  problem.
